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‘Black Muleys’” at Ft. Worth Fat Stock Show 


The 30th Annual Southwestern Exposition and Fat Stock Show 
at Fort Worth, Texas, was a tremendous success from the’ stand- 
point of the management. That means there were fine exhibits of 
all kinds of live stock, pet stock, and automobiles. The Coliseum 
was jammed full with people twice each day to see the horse show 
and matchless rodeo. . 

While the Shorthorn and Hereford cattle exhibits were large 
and contained many of the tops at the last International show at 
Chicago, only two Aberdeen-Angus exhibitors besides the Texas and 
Oklahoma colleges had their herds there. It takes nerve for an 
Aberdeen-Angus breeder to take his herd to the Fort Worth shows. 
Expenses are high and premiums are as near apologies as they can 
possibly be. Judge S. C. Fullerton, of Oklahoma, exhibited twelve 
head in the breeding class 
and won almost every first 
and championship for 
which he competed and 
Judge Small of Shamrock, 
Texas, had 15 head and 
won two firsts. His cat- 
tle, while in good shape 
were not fat enough and 
rounded out enough to 
compete with the Oklaho- 
ma cattle which have been 
on the show circuit almost 
continually since the first 
of last August. 

Judge Small was suc- 
cessful in selling 12 head 
of two-year-old bulls at 
the show to a number of 
parties and stated that he 
had sold ten more the day 
before he left home. 

Peer of Sunbeam, the 
Fullerton senior yearling 
bull, was made Senior and 
Grand Champion, while his 
half brother, Arney Peer 
of Sunbeam was Junior 
Champion. Blackcap Em- 
press 30th, by Earl Mar- 
shall (the ton two-year- 
old) was Senior and Grand 
Champion female. Enam- 


against the big Shorthorn yearling the two packer judges again 
preferred the calf to the surprise of everybody. The calf was just 
a good junior calf and from a showman’s standpoint wasn’t nearly 
fat enough. 

The sale of breeding Hereford cattle averaged $480.00. . With 
such an average for another breed and such a great gateway for 
bulls it does look as though the Aberdeen-Angus men should be up 
and doing something and see to it that premiums are awarded that 
will assure a larger display of the breed at “Cow-Town” Texas in 
March 1927. John Hubly, Mason City, Illinois, the International 
Grand Champion steer feeder judged the Aberdeen-Angus classes 
both breeding and fat and made a good job of it. His work was 
consistent especially in his preference for the low down type of 
cattle in preference to the 
more upstanding kind. He 
also acted on a committee 
of judges who judged the 
light horse, saddle, and 
harness classes. 

A clipping from one 
of the local Fort Worth 
Dailies has reached the 
desk and is here repro- 
duced: 

“W. H. Hill of Sam 
H. Hill & Son, Tierra Al- 
ta, superintendent of the 
Aberdeen-Angus division 
of the stock.cattle class at 
the Southwestern Exposi- 
tion and Fat Stock Show, 
declared that “with the. us- 
ual classes represented, 
there are not quite as 
many head as there were 
last year, though the baby 
beef class is superior in 
number as well as points.” 

“The club boys every- 
where in the State are 
anxious to get hold of as 
many  Aberdeen-Angus 
calves as possible for feed- 
ers this year, as they ex- 
pect to put on the best Ab- 
erdeen-Angus show in the 


ma of Sunbeam 4th was 
the Junior Champion. 

In the steer classes 
Professor Blizzard of the 
Oklahoma College made a real effort to capture the Grand Cham- 
Pionship for the Aberdeen-Angus, obtaining last fall for this pur- 
pose the well known Armstrong junior yearling champion steer. 
This steer had carried along well and could easily have won, and 
in the writers opinion should have won. But he was defeated for 
yearling championship by the Shorthorn steer from Kansas City. 
This steer, while smooth, was some pasty in his handling and would 
undoubtely kill with far more waste fat than the Aberdeen-Angus. 
The Shorthorn men were jubilant when their steer won over the 
black and considered their steer already as Grand Champion of the

MAIN ENTRANCE TO SOUTHWEST. 

If the Aberdeen-Angus breed is ever to attain its rightful posi- 
tion in the Southwest it must make itself felt in a most decisive 
and impressive way at Fort Worth and the year 1927 will be a good 
time to start the ball rolling.

One of the first sales of the season was 
the dispersal sale of the Sunset View Farm 
herd at Shenandoah, Iowa, on Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary 16th, at which time 44 head, old and 
young were sold at very satisfactory prices. 
The weather had been very bad and the 
yoads for the most part were In such condi- 
tion as to prevent many who had planned to 
attend from being present. However there 
was a good sized crowd of bidders and they 
seemed to be there for business. The cattle 
had received no special attention, being tak- 
en from the fields and sold without prepar- 
ation, just in their everyday working clothes. 

They were a good lot of producing cattle, 
there being a goodly number of little calves 
at foot. No sensational prices were receiv- 
ed. Just good honest to goodness prices 
such as the farmers and breeders felt that 
they could afford cattle at. The top bull 
was Eckland’s Blackcap by Eckland 2d of 
Quietdale, he going to Julius Berg at Par- 
nell, Missouri, at $225.00. The top cow 
proved to be Blackcap J. 7th by Black Peel- 
er a double-bred McHenry Blackcap with 
bull calf at foot by Excelsior Marshall the 
splendid son of Earl Marshall that is now 
at the head of the Jarvis Farm Herd at Rose 
Hill, lowa. W. A. Holt of Savannah, Mis- 
souri, stayed with this one to the last and 
he had some pretty stiff competition all the 
way along the line. This cow and calf will 
be heard from again. 

A complete list of the sales is appended. 
Where the prices are below $100.00 the in- 
dividuals were either very young or in very 
thin flesh and punished accordingly. Mr. 
Teachout had not planned to sell until a 
very short time before the sale actually oc- 
curred so had no opportunity to get the cat- 
tle ready. This fact coupled with the good 
average attained is an assurance that breed- 
ers are wanting Aberdeen-Angus cattle re- 
gardless of whether or not they are fat. 

The Journal disliked very much to see Mr. 
Teachout disperse this herd but as the farm 
he had been living on for ten years or so 
had been sold and he had been unable to 
secure another that would make a satisfact- 
ory cattle farm the sale became necessary. 
Happy to say however this live young 
breeder has since purchased a new farm near 
Shenandoah where he will immediately pro- 
ceed to establish another herd of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle, so after all he is not to be 

lost to the breed. 

Col. W. H. Cooper did the selling and the 
bidding was snappy. Missouri and Nebraska 
shared with Iowa buyers in dividing the of- 
fering at the following prices:

duced as a result of the lessons of more than a century, it has prov- 
ed very disconcerting to breeders to have such changes in ideas 
and ideals.

future trend of development in breeding will be. In studying the 


market situation, however, it is very easy to be misled in interpre- 
‘tation, and care must always be taken to forestall fallacious con- 


clusions. A vertinent example of the latter is found in the belief 
of many feeders, already noted, that the market no longer pays for 
well-bred animals in comparison with scrubs. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. The actual condition is exactly the reverse, 
although there are certain times of the year when the premium for 
light-weight animals exceeds the premium for well finished animals 
of proper conformation and quality but above the most popular 
market sizes. It is certainly a mistake to assume that because this 
premium sometimes exceeds the old established premiums, that the 
traits which were formerly desired are no longer valuable. 

The scientific improvement of live stock dates back some 175 
years. It is not necessary in this brief discussion to review the 
individual efforts of the pioneer breeders, but a study of their re- 
sults. should be especially informative in considering this question.

half decade of the 18th century. This animal attained a maximum 
weight of 3,400 pounds, and showed an enormous covering of cat- 
cass, with great patches of fat over the hips and sides. 

It was soon realized, however, that neither the butcher nor the 
beef purchasing public could endure such a heavy waste of flesh and 
such a great amount of trimming as was necessary to bring the 
cuts of beef down to proper consumptive standards and 
the second price premium was paid for a reduction in 
the wastefulness of the carcass. The point of which 
this demand for smoothness was most strongly empha- 
sized was with the butcher, because he could afford to 
pay more for animals lacking patchiness and waste, and 
was consequently better able to dominate his local mar- 
ket. This forward step in type was well exhibited by 
the wonderful ox of Earl Spencer’s, which was Smith- 
field champion in 1835. It showed as great a develop- 
ment as its predecessors, but its type, as shown in Fig- 
ure 3, was tempered by the demand of the butcher who 
would no longer tolerate the enormous rolls of fat that 
characterized the famous “Durham Ox.” 

The third price premium for a change in animal 
type arose from the needs of the producer himself. 
Costs of production rose so rapidly during the last part 
of the past century that emphasis was annually increas- 
ed on early maturity and weight for age. At the old 
Lake Front Fat Stock Shows held in Chicago during the 
80’s, three and four-year-old bullocks were exhibited. 
Many famous animals ranging from 2,000 to 3,000 
pounds were shown such as “Nichols,” “John B. Sher- 
man,” “Nels Morris,” and “Barney.” Yet the pressure for early 
maturity and the initial demand for smaller cuts was such that, by 
the time the International Live Stock Show opened in 1900, there 
were no exhibits of bullocks older than three years in the single 
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» from heavier and better finished animals.

classes, nor older than four years in the carload lots. As a matter 
of fact, the 90’s saw the rising dominance of two-year-olds, and 
many steers were exhibited between 1900 and 1910 that weighed 
from 1,600 to 1,800 pounds at thirty to thirty-two months. In com- 
mercial cattle, the two-year-olds were weighing as much at this 
period as four and five -year-olds were weighing twenty-five years 
before. No illustration is offered to represent the transitional stage 
between Earl Spencer’s ox and the quick-maturing steer exhibited 
early in the present century. Figure 4 shows the two-year-old 
Shorthorn steer, “John Bell” shown by the Iowa State College, about 
1911. This bullock’s 1,650 pounds at thirty months were typical of 
the heavy weights characteristic of the past century, but now pro- 
duced at earlier ages. The fourth price premium arose from the 
desires of the consumer. Just before the war, a rapidly-increasing 
demand came into effect for the production of lighter 
animals. This demand resulted primarily from the re- 
duction in the average size of families, the increasing 
proportion of urban population, and the change in meth- 
od of housing from the family home to the small apart- 
ment and kitchenette. When the majority of city dwel- 
lers entered quarters thus cramped, the day of thick, 
juicy roasts of beef and big baked hams was past. To 
a certain extent, this was anticipated in some of the 
awards of the early Internationals. In 1906, a 15- 
months-old Hereford calf attained the supreme honors, 
followed by a Shorthorn calf of similar age in 1907. 
Such awards were contrary to all tradition and stirred 
bitter invectives in many of the agricultural papers on 
the substitution of veal for beef. Nevertheless, the 
public liked the substitution, and with the award of the 
championship to yearling carlots in 1910, the new ideal 
was thoroughly established. In fact, from 1917 to 1921 
the pressure of the consumer for light-weight cuts be- 
came so great that premiums were actually paid for 
cuts from light-weight heifers and dairy cows’ over cuts

Calf feeding will meet every requirement of both 

producer and consumer except the major one of 

utilization of roughage on the corn-belt farms.

now used in maturing steers, but roughage production on small 
farms is too great to permit a general substitution of breeding for 
feeding operations. In part, this roughage may be utilized for dairy 
cows, and, in part, it may be used to fatten thin cows off the range 
which are no longer reqttired for breeding purposes. Two other 
uses, however, will exist. In the first place, there still remains a 
demand for heavier beef in the hotel, club end restaurant trade 
that will take

ishing type desirable for baby beef production can be gotten from 
the same dams and sires that also produce yearling feeders suitable 
for making heavier beef. It is very difficult under the same sys- 
tems of breeding and with the same blood linés to secure calves that 
will mature as baby beef at around 
a thousand pounds in fourteen 
months, and, at the same time, ma- 
ture as heavy beef around 1,300 
pounds at thirty-two months. In 
too many cases, calves with such a 
baby beef record weigh 1,500 to 1,- 
800 Ibs. under the same conditions.

Experiments in| Kating Meats 


Associate Animal Husbandman 
U. S. Department of Agriculture 


The value of meat depends upon the 
amount of good it does the man who eats it. 
However, it is but recently that concerted 
effort has been made to study the value of 
meat as a food. Many of you doubtless have 
read of the cooperative meat project enter- 
ed into by so many of the state agricultural 
experiment stations, the National Live Stock 
and Meat Board and the Department of Ag- 
riculture. This is but a further effort to 
discover and measure the qualities in meat 
which make for value to the consumer, and 
the breeding and feeding methods by which 
these desirable points can be produced. 

The Department of Agriculture, as one 
of these cooperative agencies, is turning ov- 
er practically the entire facilities of its ex- 
perimental farm near Washington to this 
work. Our equipment permits of the detail- 
ed study of the animal from birth until he 
is ready for the consumer’s table. Meat 
products from these experimental studies 
are sold to one hundred members of the De- 
partment. These people report upon the 
quality of the product, giving us a consum- 
er’s view as to their tenderness, flavor, juic- 
iness, and general palatability. 

The reports as returned by these consum- 
ers of our experimental meat are compared 
with the general quality of the meat as 
measured and graded through the animal’s 
feeding period, and as measured and graded 
in the chemical laboratory and at the abat- 
toir. Noteworthy among the facts disclosed 
is the fact that there are certain members of 
this group who are almost chronic in the 
frequency of their complaints. They com- 
plain on a cut of meat, other parts of which 
have been most favorably received by oth- 
ers. 


We have been able to arrive at but one 
conclusion, namely; that the meat is often 
ruined by cooking in their homes. 

In the proper preparation of a palatable 
meat dish, it is most important that one 
know the quality of meat to be cooked and 
the cooking method best adapted to that 
article. Broiling or frying will produce a 
most delicious steak or chop if the quality 
of the meat used is high. On the other 
hand, the kettle or stew pan is needed to ren- 
der palatable a lower grade of meat. Some 
animals are choice and others common. It 
is in knowing when you can use the frying 
pan and when you must use the kettle that 
makes one of the big differences in the sat- 
isfactory consumption of meat in any home. 

have an aunt in Denver whom I once 
caught putting choice lamb chops into a 
stew. Folks, that is almost a sacrilege. A 
good deal like smoking a fine cigar in the 
wind or wearing your Sunday dress to scrub 
the kitchen floor. Choice meat has a flavor 
and appeal that is all its own and when we 
get that kind let’s enjoy the real meat with- 
out covering it with other things. Con- 
versely, let us not try to fry a piece that 
should be pot roasted. 

Beef that is generously covered with 
creamy fat and that has flakes of fat mar- 
bled or mixed through a fine grained bright 
red lean is much superior to the dark col- 
ored common beef. The point to remember 
is that if we buy cow beef, let us make the 
most of it. 

I used to think that that most pleasing 
taste or “kick” which was present in a mix- 
ture of beef shank and vegetables was due

Mr. John T. Russell of Chicago, an official 

of the National Association of Retail Meat 
Dealers, says that the trouble with the meat 
consumer today is the fact that J ohnny does 
not have to fill the wood box any more 

meaning, of course, that there are fewer 
kitchen ranges going all day with the meat 
kettle simmering on the back. At that, we 
have the fireless and pressure cooker to help 
out. You know the pot once called the ket- 
tle black. Could the pot make that same 
statement today and tell the truth? Let ys 
keep those dishes black or as nearly black 
as modern housekeeping will permit. 

Dr. J. R. Slonaker, of the Leland Stanford 
University in California has spent some 
twenty years in comparing vegetarian and 
meat diets. Reviewing his experiments, he 
makes the unqualified statement that meat 
is an easily digested source of protein and is 
much superior to the vegetarian ration for 
stimulating growth and maintaining vigor 
and efficiency. He also found that animals 
fed on vegetables alone died at an earlier 
age than did the ones fed meat. Now, here’s 
the point to remember—Dr. Slonaker’s meat 
ration included meat, but, in addition, all of 
the vegetables that were fed in the vegetar- 
ian diet. It was a combination of the two 
that made the ideal meal. 

We have heard some say that people eat 
too much meat. Doubtless that is some- 
times the case. Meat is a concentrated food, 
one of the most concentrated,—a sort of gun 
powder in the food world. The fact, how- 
ever, that too much gun powder may break 
the gun does not mean that some gun pow- 
der is not necessary in a cartridge. The diffi- 
culty often is that many of us are uninform- 
ed as to the proper selection of our meals. 
It takes steel, cement, and lumber to build 
a building, but too much of any one is as bad 
as not enough. The proper combination is 
the one to be desired. 

Now, one word more, I am prone to lay 
the blame for poorly balanced, unappetizing 
meals upon the housewife. Sometimes she 
is to blame. However, we of the consuming 
instead of the cooking sex must do our part 
and give the ladies a chance. When I come 
home in the evening, it is quite natural to 
take up that old refrain “when do we eat.” 
Sometimes it does no harm. However, if it 
happens to be wash day or the day both 
babies have tumbled downstairs or the day 
the neighbor’s chickens got into our garden, 
such a song often gets me into trouble. 
Proper cooking is thoughtful cooking. It 
takes time and application. We men folks 
must do our share to help. If we all do our 
part, a happy stomach and a cheerful dis- 
position will be reward enough.

During the month of March there were received at 
the office 2486 applications for registry and 706 appli- 
cations for transfers.

lamb and ewe basis on the range. If pre- 
cedents mean anything, the range cattleman 
of the future must operate in a parallel man- 
ner on the basis of the cow and calf. Un- 
doubtedly, the next big improvement in beef 
making will not be a change in type but the 
development of a specialized system of beef 
production which will even more markedly 
limit the geographical region from which 
animals ready for market are shipped at 
definite seasons of the year.
